Population. — The  estimated  population  in  the  middle  of 
1937  is  given  as  13,970  ;  this  is  an  increase  of  170  on  the 
figure  for  1936,  and  an  increase  of  511  on  the  Census  figure. 

The  "  Natural  Increase  ”  of  population,  i.e.,  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  was  43. 
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Birth-Rate. — There  were  228  births,  giving  a  birth-rate 
of  16.3  per  1,000.  In  1936,  the  respective  figures  were  217 
and  15.7  per  1,000. 

Death-Rate. — There  were  185  deaths,  giving  a  death-rate 
of  13.2  per  1,000.  The  respective  figures  for  1936  were  156 
and  11.3  per  1,000. 

The  Adjusted  Death-rate  for  comparison  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12.0. 

A  detailed  analysis  of  the  cause  of  death  is  given  in 
Table  IV.,  but  one  may  call  attention  to  the  commoner 
causes,  viz.,  Influenza  9,  Heart  Disease  56,  Apoplexy  8, 
Cancer  21,  Bronchitis  2,  Violence  5.

Infantile  Mortality. — 15  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  were  registered,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  66 
per  1,000  births.  This  rate  compares  badly  with  the  figure 
for  past  years  (see  Table  II.)  and  is  higher  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1937,  viz.,  58. 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  out  of  the  15  deaths  of  infants 
8  were  due  to  conditions  obtaining  prior  to  birth.

III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  ( i )  Water. — The  construction  of  the  new  Reservoir 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  was  nearing  completion  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  Council  have  accepted  a  tender 
for  the  installation  of  a  Chlorination  plant. 

The  public  water  mains  have  been  further  extended  on 
the  Charles  Street  site,  the  Team  Housing  estate  and  My  ton 
Road. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  the  discolouration  of 
the  town  supply. 

It  was  reported  that  three  samples  of  the  town  water 
were  “  entirely  satisfactory.” 

During  the  year  the  water  consumption,  inclusive  of 
that  supplied  for  trade  purposes,  has  amounted  to  27.89 
gallons  per  head  per  day. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Complaints  have  again 
been  received  respecting  the  flooding  from  the  sewer  in 
Bridge  End.  The  sewer  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  has 
been  further  extended  and  7  new  houses  have  been  erected 
on  the  site.  A  storm  water  sewer  has  also  been  laid  from 
the  bottom  of  West  Street  to  Fisher’s  Brook  in  the  Stratford 
Road. 
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Samples  of  the  sewage  and  final  effluent  have  been 
taken  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A  report  of  the 
Hydrographical  Survey  of  the  Warwickshire  Avon  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  stated  with 
reference  to  the  Warwick  Sewage  Works  that  “  the  Warwick 
sewage  effluent  had  an  inappreciable  effect  on  the  river.” 

2.  (i)  Rivers  and  Streams. — During  the  year  the  brook 
situate  in  Lammas  Field  and  the  Saltisford  Common  has 
received  attention.  Complaints  were  received  respecting 
the  fouling  of  this  brook  and  steps  were  taken  to  try  and 
remedy  the  matter.  No  complaints'  have  been  received 
during  the  year  of  any  serious  flooding. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. — During  the  past  year 
a  number  of  houses  have  been  provided  with  separate  sani¬ 
tary  accommodation  ;  these  are  mostly  cottage  property 
where  it  is  usual  to  find  only  one  water-closet  to  two  houses. 
Sixty-nine  new  pedestal  water-closets  have  been  fixed  and 
seventy-five  new  2  gallon  flushing  cisterns  have  been  fixed 
and  connected  to  the  public  water  supply.  Fifty-five  new 
inspection  and  intercepting  chambers  have  been  built. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing.- — The  removal  of  house  refuse 
is  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals  ;  3,303  loads  were  removed 
during  the  year.  Complaints  were  again  received  respecting 
the  Council's  ash-tip  situate  in  St.  Nicholas  Meadow,  also 
as  regards  the  method  of  collection  of  the  dust-bins. 
Although  there  may  be  cause  for  occasional  complaint  the 
present  system  of  collection  is  a  great  improvement  on  the 
earlier  methods.

Under  the  Warwick  Corporation  Act,  1928,  reports 
have  been  made  as  to  insufficient  storage  accommodation 
for  house  refuse  at  56  premises  and  70  galvanised  iron  dust¬ 
bins  have  been  provided. 

(Hi)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area. — The  Table 
appended  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  gives  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  his  inspections  and  in  his  Report  will  be  found  full 
details  on  the  matter,  as  well  as  on  the  premises  controlled 
by  Bye-laws. 

(iv)  Shops  (Shops  Act,  1934). — The  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  at  three  shops  have  been  improved  during  the 
year,  in  one  case  the  drains  have  been  repaired. 

(v)  Smoke  Abatement.- — Several  complaints  were  re¬ 
ceived  during  the  year  respecting  the  excessive  amount  of 
smoke  being  issued  from  factory  chimneys.  These  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  from  tenants  in  the  Packmores  area 
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and  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  responsible  were  inter¬ 
viewed  as  regards  abating  the  nuisance. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — The  water  at  the 
swimming  bath  situate  in  the  St.  Nicholas’  Park  has  received 
attention  during  the  year.  The  Council  have  considered 
the  installation  of  a  filtration  plant,  also  the  improvement 
of  the  bath.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  decided 
to  obtain  estimates  of  the  cost  of  a  covered-in  swimming 


bath,  probably  on  a  new  site.

Housing  Conditions. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  the  Council  have 
opened  up  a  building  site  in  the  All  Saint’s  district.  This 
site  has  been  further  developed  during  the  year,  35  houses 
having  been  erected  bringing  the  total  up  to  101. 

Also  the  site  of  the  demolished  Warwick  Prison  has  been 
further  developed,  45  houses  having  been  erected  bringing 
the  total  to  106  houses. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  building 
site  situate  between  the  Stratford  and  Hampton  roads. 

During  the  year  the  erection  of  87  houses  has  been 
carried  out  by  private  enterprise,  most  of  which  are  of  the 
villa  type  and  do  not  help  much  in  the  re-housing  of  the 
poorer  classes. 

A  number  of  houses  on  the  Cape  Site,  St.  Laurence 
Avenue  and  the  All  Saint’s  Site,  owned  by  the  Town  Council, 
have  again  been  repaired  and  re-decorated. 

Overcrowding  Survey. — Under  the  Survey  of  1935  it  was 
found  that  115  houses  came  under  the  definition  of  over¬ 
crowding.  Of  these  cases  71  have  been  remedied  by  moving 
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the  tenants  into  larger  houses.  The  overcrowding  found 
in  the  houses  owned  by  the  Town  Council  has  been  abated 
with  the  exception  of  25  families  which  require  four-bed- 
roomed  houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  44  cases  to  be 
dealt  with,  a  number  of  whom  are  unable  to  pay  any  increase 
in  rent.  During  the  year  the  Town  Council  decided  to  erect 
a  further  40  houses  on  the  Packmores  Site.

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  admin¬ 
istered  by  the  Council.  The  Inspector  has  been  most  thor¬ 
ough  in  the  sampling,  and  suring  the  past  year  99  samples  of 
various  foods  have  been  taken  ;  the  major  proportion  of 
these  were  milk  samples. 

Full  details  with  regard  to  the  results  of  analysis  of  these 
samples  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
which  follows  later. 

There  are  68  registered  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  Bor¬ 
ough  and  practically  all  these  sell  milk  in  bottles  on  demand  ; 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  will,  in  their  own  interest, 
continue  to  ask  for  bottled  milk. 

The  many  advantages  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  have 
been  set  out  in  previous  Reports. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  again  authorised  the 
testing  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  ;  out  of 
21  samples  thus  tested,  4  were  found  to  contain  living 
Tubercle  Bacilli.  The  samples  were  taken  from  20  herds. 

Further  full  details  with  respect  to  the  Milk  Supply  are 
given  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 
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( b )  Meat. — Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  part  of  the 
Borough  within  which  the  Slaughterhouses  are  situate  is  a 
comparatively  small  area,  it  is  possible  to  inspect  meat  at  the 
time  of  slaughter  with  considerable  efficiency.  There  are 
9  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  6  of  which  are  Registered. 

Humane  Slaughter. — The  Byelaw  enforcing  the  use  of  the 
Humane  Killer  ”  in  connection  with  all  animals  is  in  force, 
and  no  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen,  save  in  a  few  instances 
where  small-holders  were  not  using  this  instrument.  Under 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  21  persons  applied 
for  and  were  granted  licenses  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in 
a  slaughterhouse.

Reference  to  Table  III.  will  give  the  age  distribution  on 
the  cases  notified  during  1937. 

Smallpox. — No  cases. 

The  Joint  Hospital  Board  has  continued  arrangements 
to  keep  the  Smallpox  Hospital  in  constant  readiness  for 
opening  at  very  short  notice. 

Diphtheria 32  cases  were  notified  during  the  past  year; 
7  of  which  were  in  the  Warwick  Hospital,  4  in  each  of  two 
families  and  2  in  each  of  two  families. 

The  cases  were  distributed  throughout  the  town. 

28  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  ;  there  were  2 
deaths. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  Schick  Test  has  not  been 
used  in  the  town.

I  have  supplied  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
every  week  with,  lists  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified, 
and  the  County  Health  Visitor  has  visited  and  given  advice 
where  such  appeared  necessary. 

Disinfectants  and  sputum  bottles  are  supplied  free 
through  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  cases  where  they  are 
desirable.  After  deaths  from  Pulmonary  tuberculosis,  or 
after  removal  of  such  patients  when  the  circumstances 
require  it,  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspector. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  notified 
during  the  past  26  years  from  various  parts  of  the  town.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  past  year  99  samples  of  various  foods  and  drugs  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  One  sample  of  milk  was  re¬ 
ported  as  being  of  poor  quality.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
institute  proceedings  under  the  above  Acts  during  the  year. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  arrangements  have  been  made, 
by  the  County  Council,  for  school  children  attending  Elementary 
Schools  to  receive  a  daily  supply  of  milk.  Eight  samples  of  this  milk 
were  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination  when  it  was  found 
that  four  samples  had  very  high  bacterial  counts,  in  one  case  running 
into  "  millions  ”  per  cubic  centimetre. 
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During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  warn  several  Vendors 
of  milk  for  failing  to  have  their  names  and  addresses  on  the  cans  and 
vehicles  from  which  they  were  retailing  milk.  The  average  fat  content 
of  the  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  examination  was  3.65  against 
3.5  for  the  previous  year. 

The  10  samples  of  fresh  cream  examined  contained  no  preserva¬ 
tives  and  were  of  good  commercial  quality,  having  “  Fat  ”  contents 
varying  from  32%  to  57%. 

Nineteen  samples  of  butter  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination  during  the  year  and  were  reported  as  genuine. 

GRADED  MILK. 

During  the  past  year  sixteen  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  have 
been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Six  samples  were 
found  to  be  not  complying  with  the  conditions  of  licence  to  Pasteurise, 
owing  to  excessive  bacterial  counts,  in  two  instances  the  bacterial 
count  running  into  “  Millions  ”  per  cubic  centimetre.  One  sample 
of  “  Accredited  ”  milk  was  examined  and  was  found  to  be  genuine. 

MILK  TEST  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

During  the  past  year  21  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted 
for  this  test.  Four  samples  were  reported  as  containing  living  tubercle 
bacilli  ;  reports  upon  these  samples  were  sent  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  The  above  samples  were  derived  from  the  milk 
of  300  cows  from  20  herds. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS. 

During  the  past  year  three  applications  were  received  for  regis¬ 
tration,  viz.,  2  to  retail  milk  (one  of  these  being  for  registration  of 
fresh  premises  by  an  existing  retailer)  and  1  to  be  registered  as  a  Cow- 
keeper  and  Retailer  of  milk.  One  firm  having  given  up  the  business 
their  name  was  removed  from  the  Register.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  sheds  have  again  been  inspected 
under  the  above  Order.  In  two  instances  cowkeepers  were  found  to 
be  using  sheds  adjoining  the  cowsheds  for  milking  purposes.  These 
sheds,  which  are  disused  stables,  have  no  proper  floors,  drainage  and 
the  light  and  ventilation  is  insufficient.  Plans  have  been  submitted 
for  the  erection  of  three  new  cowsheds  and  in  two  instances  the  build¬ 
ings  have  been  completed  and  the  other  is  nearing  completion.  The 
cowshed  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  which  was  the  subject  of  an 
appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  has  now  been  completed  and  regis¬ 
tered  by  the  local  authority. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  inspection  of  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  premises  has 
again  been  carried  out  as  far  as  time  would  permit.  Seven  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  limewashed  or  repaired  after  notice.  390  visits  and 
inspections  to  butchers’  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  three  licensed  and  six  registered 
slaughterhouses  on  the  register.  Several  complaints  have  again  been 
received  during  the  year. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Twenty-one  applications  were  received  for  renewal  of  annual 
licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  under  the  above  Act,  while  one 
new  licence  was  applied  for. 

The  Knacker’s  Yard,  which  is  situate  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town  near  My  ton  Road,  has  again  been  kept  without  complaint.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

As  in  previous  years  the  majority  of  butchers  have  given  notice  of 
fixed  times  of  slaughtering,  but  in  several  instances  warning  had  to  be 
sent  to  persons  who  slaughtered  their  animals  before  notice  was  given, 
and  in  one  instance  a  slaughterman  and  his  employer  were  reported 
for  failing  to  give  such  notice.  A  report  was  made  to  the  Public  Health 
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Committee  who  ordered  proceedings  to  be  instituted  against  the 
offenders.  The  summonses  were  heard  at  the  Warwick  Borough  Police 
Court  when  the  slaughterman  was  fined  £1  5s.  Od.  and  his  employer 
£25  Os.  Od. 

Complaints  were  again  received  as  to  pigs  being  slaughtered  on 
allotments,  but  there  is  no  objection  to  these  small-holders  slaughtering 
a  pig  provided  they  comply  with  the  meat  Regulations. 

During  the  year  the  Bye-law  to  enforce  the  use  of  the  “  Humane 
Killer  ”  on  all  animals  intended  for  human  food  has  been  enforced.

The  majority  of  the  shops  where  meat  is  exposed  for  sale  have 
proper  windows  for  protecting  the  meat.  Several  persons  were  warned 
for  failing  to  protect  their  meat  from  dust  while  being  exposed  for  sale. 

SHOPS  ACTS. 

During  the  year  320  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  to 
various  shops  and  premises.  Several  complaints  were  received  about 
the  closing  of  shops  at  the  proper  hours.  These  were  investigated 
and  the  occupiers  warned  as  to  closing  their  shops  in  compliance 
with  the  Acts.  The  sanitary  accommodation  at  three  shops  has  been 
improved  during  the  year,  in  one  case  the  drains  having  been  repaired. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

One  sample  of  well-water  taken  from  a  Dairy  farm  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination  and  was  reported  to  be 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  The  town  water  has  since  been  laid  on 
to  these  premises  by  extending  the  public  supply.  During  the  year 
the  provision  of  inside  water-supplies  has  again  received  attention 
with  the  result  that  100  cottages  have  had  the  town  water  installed 
inside  the  premises,  a  tap  being  fixed  over  glazed  sink.  Seventeen 
informal  notices  were  served  and  83  formal  notices  after  reports  had 
been  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  storage  reservoir  was  nearing  com¬ 
pletion. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

There  are  18  bakehouses  and  114  workshops  on  the  registers. 
Two  new  workshops  have  been  added  during  the  year.  Eight  bake¬ 
houses  have  been  lime  washed  after  notice.  The  number  of  visits 
made  to  bakehouses  was  76  and  to  workshops  and  factories  168.  The 
sanitary  accommodation  and  drains  at  five  factories  and  workshops 
have  received  attention. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  ETC.,  ACTS. 

During  the  year  185  houses  were  inspected  and  in  each  case  de¬ 
fects  were  found  to  exist.  The  most  serious  defects,  as  in  previous 
years,  were  dampness,  want  of  damp-proof  courses  in  base  of  walls, 
defective  roofs,  eaves  gutters  and  downspoutings.  Also  the  want  of 
proper  sinks,  drains  and  inside  water-supplies. 
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Again,  as  in  previous  years,  a  large  number  of  Owners  and  Agents 
have  been  interviewed,  resulting  in  84  houses  being  repaired.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  24  notices  outstanding  under  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Acts.  The  repairs  to  the  19  cottages  mentioned 
in  previous  reports  have  now  been  completed.  During  the  past  year 
6  houses  have  been  demolished. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

The  smoke  and  water  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drainage  and 
fittings  of  49  properties  comprising  108  houses.  The  defective  drains 
at  107  houses  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid,  or  repaired.  21  proper¬ 
ties  comprising  96  houses  have  been  intercepted  from  the  public  sewer 
in  roadway  ;  48  choked  and  defective  water-closets  have  been  cleared 
and  cleansed  and  repaired  ;  36  choked  drains  have  been  cleared  and 
cleansed,  38  soil  pipes  and  ventilating  shafts  have  been  fixed  or  repaired. 
69  new  pedestal  water-closets  have  been  fixed,  75  new  2  gallon  flushing 
cisterns  have  been  fixed  to  water-closets  and  urinals  ;  55  new  inspec¬ 
tion  and  intercepting  chambers  have  been  built. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Under  Section  1  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919, 
it  is  a  statutory  obligation  upon  the  occupier  of  land  or  buildings 
to  take  such  steps  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  and  reason¬ 
ably  practicable  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  If  the  source 
of  infestation  lies  outside  the  occupier’s  control  he  is  advised  to  com¬ 
municate  with  the  Local  Authority. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  premises  from  which  complaints 
had  been  received  were  visited  and  inspected,  and  where  found  neces¬ 
sary  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best  methods  to  adopt  for  freeing 
the  premises  from  rats. 

During  the  “  Rat  Week  ”  special  efforts  were  made  to  deal  with 
premises  known  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  mice,  and  after  using 
dogs  and  ferrets  in  the  first  instance  poisoned  baits  were  laid,  appar¬ 
ently  with  good  results.  As  stated  in  previous  reports  it  is  difficult 
to  say  how  many  rats  have  been  killed  in  this  way,  but  seeing  that 
the  majority  of  baits  were  taken  it  must  be  assumed  that  a  large 
number  of  rats  have  been  destroyed  in  this  manner. 

Advertisements  were  inserted  in  the  local  newspapers  inviting 
people  interested  to  join  in  and  help  during  the  special  week,  also  a 
film  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  “  Your  Enemy 
the  Rat,”  was  advertised  and  shown  at  the  local  Cinema,  and  in  this 
way  it  was  found  possible  to  deal  with  a  number  of  premises  in  various 
parts  of  the  town. 

LICENSED  AND  REFRESHMENT  HOUSES. 

Further  inspections  have  again  been  made  of  these  premises 
during  the  past  year,  resulting  in  three  premises  having  been  provided 
with  new  sanitary  accommodation,  including  four  new  glazed  urinals  and 
nine  pedestal  water  closets.  In  two  cases  separate  accommodation 
was  provided  for  females. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT,  1899. 

During  the  past  year  88  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been 
notified.  74  of  these  patients  were  removed,  to  the  Heathcote  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  for  treatment,  viz.  : — 45  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  32  cases 
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of  Diphtheria  and  1  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever.  Four  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  isolated  at  home.  During  the  year  121  rooms  and  other  premises 
were  sprayed  and  fumigated,  also  one  school  on  four  occasions.  Twenty- 
six  lots  of  bedding  were  steam-disinfected  or  destroyed. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT  (1911)  AMENDMENT  ACT.  1928. 

No  samples  were  taken  for  examination  during  the  year  under 
the  above  Act. 


CLEANSING  OF  BROOKS. 

During  the  year  the  brook  situate  in  Lammas  Field  and  the 
Saltisford  Common  has  received  attention.  Complaints  were  received 
respecting  the  fouling  of  this  brook  and  steps  were  taken  to  try  and 
remedy  the  matter.  No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
year  of  any  serious  flooding.  Storm  water  sewer  and  gullies  have 
been  laid  in  the  Stratford  Road.
